The so called Post Office Building at that time had an Ice 
( 'ream Parlor and Barber Shop in the basement, the second 
floor a men's clothing store and post office, the third floor a 
I)(5ntist, Tailor, Insurance Agent and a dining hall. The fourth 
Moor a Fraternal Hall similar to what is now in the Store Building. 
This building was demolished in 1941.

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SELECTMEN'S REPORT 



We, the S2lectiYien, ^^'i.sh to express our thanks to all Proctor 
residents and Town employees for their cooperation and assistance 
in working together for onr Town in the past year. The year 1971 
has been a busy and fruitful year for the Town. 

Due to the removal of many diseased trees in Town, thirty- 
eight new treas have been planted in various areas, as voted by 
Townspeople at the last Town Meeting. Let us take this oppor- 
tunity to thank Mr. and Mrs. Hilmer T. Johnson who have 
generously contributed their time and monej'^ toward the planting 
of these new trees. 

The Town purchased two pieces oi" property from Vermont 
Marble Company this past year. One being the parking lot at 
the corner of Park Street ancl liolden Avenue. It is hoped that 
the purcliase of this parliiug lot will discourage parking on the 
streets. The second purcha>3e is the cjuarry on Taylor Hill. 
Verniont Marble Company supplied fill and travel to make a 
road to the area, Tlie quarry will be used as a ''fill'' for stumps, 
brush and bulky waste products. This will help eliminate some 
of the hazards of the area. 

A ''Comprehensive Plan For The Town of Proctor'' has been 
published by the Proctor Planning and Development Commis- 
sion. A great deal of time a,ud effort was spent compiling the 
information in this plan and we v/ould like to extend our grateful 
appreciation to the following men who f?o willingly gave of their 
time to write thiG report — William Martinez, Burton McCuilough, 
Raymond Mo ran, Clifton Perkins and Robert Pockett. 

Our thanks are extended to the Home Dem Group for the 
flowers planted in the Post Office triangle. We appreciate their 
effort^s and interest in helping to make Proctor more attractive. 

The Town water and sewage reports for the State Plealth 
Department in Burlington were excellent. In order to meet 
Federal requirements it was necessary to install a '^stand-by'* 
chlorination system at the Filter Plant in Chittenden. This 
''sta,nd-by'' system is required by Federal regulations in the event 
problems arise in the regular chlorination. Our water system 
now nfieets the full requirements of both Federal and State regula- 
tions. This chlorinator Avill be paid in 1972 with funds from the 
Timber Sale Sa^nngs Account. 

Last year the Selectmen's Report stated that the Selectmen 
had contracted with a Consulting Engineer as to the feasibility 
of piping our water direct from the **Boiling Spring," to our 
present filter system. The Federal Government has granted 
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a,pproval of funds for the engineering and survey of this project. 
This proposal will be presented to the voters for action at a later 
date. 

We would like to remind Townspeople that the To^^'^ is not 
responsible for the fmfing of any service lines when an emergency 
demands that the \vater be shut off or because of the lack of 
water. A similar policy is followed in conntetion witli the Sewer 
S^^stem. The To\rn maintaiufi the main seAver but the property 
o^Yile^s miiist maintiiin the individual house semces to the main 
sewer. All new connection.s or repairs either at the water or 
sewer mains must be done under the supervision of the V/aver 
Superintendent and charges ^yiU be assessed for repairing the 
road ro iis original, condition. 

Under the federal Emergency Emplo.vment Act the foUow- 
i ng persons were hired by the Towa and their salaries paid by the 
l»'ederal Government. John Bump as an assistant to Rixy Maioney 
rind William Anprey as.hiisVaiit to Jake Ladabouche in police 
work, 

In compiling the School Budget, §20,000.00 for the Kinder- 
garten Budget voted at last Town Meeting was inadvertently 
omitted. This has since been rectified and the School has been 
reimbursed the above amount. It was necessary to borrow flhi?^ 
amount from the Proctor Trust Co., therefore there is an 
outstanding note for S520;OO0.OO which will have to be paid by a 
Special Tax Hate. 

In August, Mrs. l^atricia Valloch resigned as AssL:>tant Town 
Clerk to take a position at the High School. The Towi^i was very 
iortunate in obtaining the services of Ralph Tillberg as the new 
Assistant Town Clerk. 

The budget is being presented on an 18 month basis to 
coincide with^ the School Budget. In order to distribute the 
tax payments, the Selectmen recommend taxes be paid in four 
equal pavinents for the IS m.onth period as follows: Septeniber 10, 
1972; MoA^embcr 10, 1972; February 10, 1973; and ApriUO, 1973.

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HIGHWAY REPORT 



As we look back upon the past year and re-evaluate the 
different projects and cost anatysis of jobs completed, we find 
that regardless of what we do we are faced with an alarming 

increase. We could say, ''It's loo bad that something wasn't 
done before/' but time lias come and gone and we must face 
reality by facing tJie future as it is. 

We realize there srire severnl areas thai need either new roads 
or are in drastic need of drainage. We evaluate the area carefully 
before making decisions. As time goes on we are sure all projects 
will he taken care of without bonding ourselves in debt. 

I^Ians for the construction of Main Street are well under 
way with the possibilities of starting in the near future. 

The "Underpass" on Pleasant Street will be widened this 
jfear enabling the area residents to have a safer exit route during 
the winter iMnths. 

Our ^'Landfill Operation" is going along extremely well and 
we must comment that it is one of the ateane^t in the State. 

On May fii'st our annual "Green-Up Day** took place with 
the voluntary commitment of many of our residents donating 
their lime to lielp our town be just a httle cleaner. Many thanks 
are extended to these people as many truck loads of trash were 
gathered that were so thoughtlessly thrown along our roadsides 
by inconsiderate people. 

Many highway projects were completed during the course 
of the year which kept our department extremely busy. We shall 
list most of them and their expenditures to show where your tax 
dollar is being spent. 

A: Lower Pleasant Street: approximately 800 feet excavated 
to a depth of 24 inches, install underground drainage, construct 
18 feet roadway witk 24" bank run gravel, treated with asphalt 
and pea stone— $2,233.79. 

B : Eden Avenue: (east end) : constructed 24 feet roadway for 
600 feet by raising grade 24" with bank run gravel, treated with 
asphalt and pea stone — $1,393.27. 

C: Olympus Road: level and pave with 1/2" hot mix overlay 
and pave gutters — $2,313.15. 

D: Warner Avenue: widen road, install drainage, level and 
pave with 1/2" hot naix overlay, paved gutters — $2,859.22. 
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E: Oak Street: leveled and paved v.-ifch 1/2'' hot mix overla^^ 
paved gutters— $2,345.10. 

F: Maple Street: level and pave with 1/2" hot mix overlay— 

$379.60. 

G: Ormsbee Avenue: leveled and paved with 1/2" hot mix 
overlay— $2,347.15. 

H: Grove Stree-t: installed new drainage, widea roadway, 
paved gutters, leveled and paved with 1/2" hot mix overlay— 
»1,437.SS. 

Total cost of projects amounted to $15,309.16 with the 
State contributing 3I^3,S'65.90, leaving us a balance of $11,443.26. 

Retreatment of State Aid Highways consisted of begimiing 

3.25 miles north of Rutland T/L and to extend one mile north to 
junction of Main Street being leveled and paved with 1/2" hot 
mix overlay. Total cost amounted to ^1^6,003.04 with the State 
contributing $4,002.03, leaving us a balance of $2,001.01. 

Projects for this year include Eden Avemie, Charles Street, 
Pearl Street, Pleasant Street, and Beaver Pond Ptoad, with the 
latter two calhng for extensive work such as excavation and 
drainage. 

We are in hopes to do extensive work on the guardrails 
along the Florence Ptoad which has deteriorated over the past 
years. 

I believe that we have a good Highway Prograim set up for 
this year and w^ould appreciate your vote of confidence in approval 
of our budget. 

On behalf of our Highway Department we wish to express 
our thanks to John Durkee and his staff at the District Three 
Office in Rutland and to the people of Proctor our deepest thanks 
for their kind and understanding co-operation they have given us 
during the past year.

It is a pleasure to submit this Report of the Rutland Regional 
Plannin.o- Comuiission. During 1971, the RRPC has a member- 
ship of'^10 Communities in the Rutland Region. Proctor is 
repi^esentecl by no one avS Regular Commissioner and Wayne 
McQuate as Altemate. Meetings are held on the second Tuesday 

of eji^i Regional Comniisrsions in Vermont, the RRPC 

continued its functions of providing planning assistance, review- 
inp grant and development ^ipphcations, providmg l-echmcEil help, 
assisting at committee, local planning commission and public 
hearings, giving secretarial and mimeographing services, coordi- 
natiug with state and F'ederal agencies, speaking to groups, etc. 

The year 1971 saw an increased emphasis on the planning 
process. fte<5entlT enacted cnvironmoatal legislation has estab- 
lished a review procedure on most developments or subdivisions 
and local input is required if coi-nnumities are to maintaiu 
maximum local control. Ten PwRPC member communities have 
now adopted plans and eighteen have some form of by-law control, 
partly through assistance of the RRPC. Plans and mode 
reg.ulations have been prepared for all members and a Regional 

Plan is being printed. . . r. ■ • \ 

Despite cutbacks m federal funding lor Conmiis,^iou wor.c, 
the RRPC contimies to process grant applications and to conduct 
sturlies uecessarv for the availability of certain grant programs. 

A successful' com-se for local and rtgionai planning ofccm^ 
aad other interested persons was sponsored by the RlcFO. 
laformation on housing, solid waste, sijbdmsion regulation, 
eavironnxental laws, aerial photography, pojpuktion prcrjections, 
census data, etc., has been prepared or made available. 

Cost of the planning prograim has been nominal and local 
members have been consistent in .supporting this cost. State and 
Foclerai funds on a matching basis have been helpful in contmuing 
the work of the RRPC to assist localities. May we take this 
opportunity to tliank the members for their support,, both 
financial and of their time. Plaanitig is time-consummg and 
adopting of regulations fruj^trating but necessary if the communi- 
ties are to profit from inevitable growth and change. 

The coming vear will test further the ability and determina- 
tion of communities to control tlieir futures.

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PROCTOR PLANNING COMMISSION REPORT 



In 1968 the Vermont Legislature passed the Planning and 
Development Act wMcli requires all towns within the State to 
adopt comprehensive town plans aiid subsequent zoning ordi- 
nances. It has been within these Iayo areas that the Proctor 
Planning Commission has devoted a majority of its time and 
efforts during the past year. 

After a series of discussions with the Selectmen and two 
public hearings, the Town of Proctor adopted a comprehensive 
]and~use plan. This was put into effect in September and copies 
of it are available at the Town Clerk's office. Although tJie plan 
does not give the town any legal control over new developments, 
it does afford the t own planning and legislative bodies a sense of 
direction toward which the town should proceed in the future. 

The A^ermont Legislature realized that in passing the 
Planning and Development Act that it would be some time before 
t.he towns would be in a position to pass zoning regulations whicli 
serve to enforce the town plan. To meet this need they allowed 
the towns to adopt interim zoning meastii'es which gave tlie 
Selectmen direct contTOl over the development within tlie town. 
This interim zoning however, can only be adopted once by the 
Selectmen for a period of t,wo years and upon special request 
extended for a third. Proctor has utihzed this method along with 
its village zoning ordinances to help bring about orderly develop- 
ment within the town. 

Since September, t-he Planning Commission has been develop- 
ing its zoning ordinance and subdivision bj'^-laws which will serve 
to set the stage for compliance with the State statutes and more 
importantly, will serve the people of Proctor as a tool to protect 

the integrity of their town. This ordinance, of course, like all 
other ordinances will be the subject of public hearings to be held 
this spring and upon the completion of the hearings and refine- 
ments of the proposed zoning ordinance and subdivision regula- 
tions, the town will have a very important set of guidelines 
through which it can direct the town's growth. 

In 1971 we also saw a change in the composition of the 
Planning Commission with two of its members resigning because 
their employment was changed to new locations. We accepted 
with regret the resignations of David Sargeant and Richard 
Belanger and extended our appreciation to them for their services 
to the town. 
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In 1972, after the atoption of the zoning ordinance, we look 
forward to working with the Selectmen in establishing long range 
policies regarding town services and their relationship to the 
town plan.

YEAR END REPORT 



The year 1971 was a ye^ir of providing services to meet the 
social and health needs of residents of Rutland County. Marital 
problems, parent-child conflicts, personal anxieties, pmt hospital 
adjustment problems, suicidal and depressive feelings, worlc and 
school conflicts are just a few of the types of problems that came 
to our attention. Going past the problena solving stage into the 
preventive area also occupied a good share of staff time such as: 
consultation with the Rutland Correctional Center, schools 
including Wallingford, Poultney, etc., Therapeutic Commxmities 
such as Birmingham's, Spring Lake Ranch, Ofctervale Farm, etc., 
Caverly Child Care Center; to addressing P.T.A.'s, Vermont 
State Police Academy, Church groups, social clubs, etc.^ work 
with volunteers, Big Brothers and Sisters, DUO (Do Unto 
Others) students, 4-H clubs for children with problems, etc. 
As the demands for direct service increase (2,302 families were 
served this year) more and more it becomes necessary to engage 
in preventive work, to work at increasing the community's 
capacity to help itself, to train volunteers, to help the ongoing 
care giving practitioners. 

The move to our newly renovated 26-room house on 78 South 
Main Street, Rutland was accompUshed in March, 1971. Its 
1 1/4 acres of shrubbed landscape provides ample room for adults 
and children outdoor useage. A modern fire towei', handicap 
ramp and new heating system are among the many costly 
impi'ovements that necessitated a 20-year $100,000 mortgage. 
Its location near the junction of Routes 7 and 4 makes it ideally 
located for easy access to all parts of the county. 

Ongoing direct services include: 

Outpatient counseling to people with problems in 
meeting the day to day demands of family and 
community living. 849 

School Consultation services for children with school 

problems. 600 

Emergency 24-hour answering service to meet 
crises as and when, they occur. 210

ill Rutland Hospital provided for specialized 
psychiatric care.

Youth Activities program for hyperactive or shy 

children where the emphasis is on small group, 
adult-led recreational projects.

Thanks to Mr. Malouey's efforts all water reports submitted 
to the State Board of Health were reported uncontaminated, an 
excellent record. 

Aside from a n^inor zoning hassle that involved a probable 
health hazard, there were no problems that involved the physical 
health of the town. 

The appended report itemizes the services rendered to the 
people of Proctor, thru various agencies of the State Board of 
Health. We are aad should be grateful that such services are 
available merely for the asking.

VERMONT DEPARTMENT OF SOCIAL WELFARE 
MONTPELIER, VERMONT 



For the past three years this department, as a courtesy, lias 
furnished to each town and city the amounts spent and people 
aided in each locality under the various Social Welfare programs. 
This information replaced the previous annual report to each 
town of the charges that had been assessed against their com- 
munity for their share of State operated welfare programs. 
The enactment of the Social V/elfare Act of 1967 eliminated 
sharing in State welfare costs at the local level and, as a result, 
the requirement for reporting to the towns. 

There has been a partial decentralization to welfare districts 
of the public assistance check writing process in an effort to 
equalize workloads and to more promptly render help to needy 
Vermonters. The checks are manually issued in the distric(. 
offices and do act generate machine readable data input necessary 
to the computer program which has supplied the tables furnished 
on a town basis in the past. Producing the statistics by manual 
tabulation could not be justified in view of the expeiise involved 
in State tax dollars. Accordingly, the information not being 
furnished to you this year. 

When the weiftire system is computerized, the department 
will again be in a position to furnish each town with individual 
welfare statistics as an inexpensive by-product of essential 
operations for informational purposes.

PROCTOR MUNICIPAL FORESTS 
The third Tinaber Sale on approximately 250 acres of the 

Chittenden Block, Proctor Municipal Forest, Chitt,enden, Ver- 
mont has been marked and sold. The marked hardwood sawlog 
material consisting of 571 MBF was put up for bid and sold by 
the Town Selectmen for a total of $38,562.50, 

This sale on the watershed was made under approved 
watershed management practices to provide a regulated harvest 
of timber products and to protect and insure maximum sustained 
yields of usable water. 

Marking assistance provided by Mr. Clovis Leach, Science 
Teacher, Proctor High School, and students is greatly appre- 
ciated. To insure continued High School student involvement in 
this Town project.^ students will be asked to assist in supervision 
inspections as the sale progresses. 

Closer to ToAvn, a timber sale contract was awarded for the 
cutting of approximately 50 MBF of White Pine sawlog material 
on the Proctor Block, Proctor Municipal Forest, Proctor, Vermont. 

This material to be cut represents a second thinning in a 
White Pine plantation established by Miss Emily Proctor in 1916. 

To date, a total of 40,285 board feet at $15.00 per MBF has 
been cut for a stumpage return of ,*$603.69. (Town has received 
$76.28 in 1971. Balance received in 1972.— Town Treasurer.) 

In addition to the timber sale on the Proctor Block, 20 acres 
of timber stand improvement was completed to remove cull and 
inferior hardwood species overtopping softwood growth. 

The marking and supervision for activities on both forest 
areas is being administered by the Vermont Department of 
Forests and Parks under its Municipal Forest Program.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL DIRECTORS 



Opi)ortunity for all to achieve the necessary knowledge to 
meet the challenges of life today and tomorrow — this is still our 
goal and we are trying to meet it. We all want essentially the 
same thing — a good education for our children. We are succeed- 
ing for the most part, bat in a small school it is impossible to 
provide all that is needed. This past year has seen many changes 
in our two school§. New programs, a number of new teachers 
especially at the Elementary School, more emphasis on Physical 
Education for both hoys and girls, as well as other changes in 
various areas. 

Major construction has also been done. A new roof wa*s 
installed at the High School. This has been needed for several 
years, but this year could not be put off. The pipe problem at 
the Elementary School is not only an annoyance and maintenance 
problem, but a safet}^ hazard. This cannot be put oft' so this will 
be a ^^must" item for this coming year. More work on the boiler 
at the High School will have to be done. We have done some 
work already and had thought we would have to put in a new 
boiler, but at this wnritingj we have been told that the present one 
can be repaired. A classroom area was made from part of the 
Shop area. This is not an ideal situation but it has solved a 
problem for the time being. A new floor was installed in the 
Pligh School Cafeteria and other repairs were made in both 
schools to keep them in good repair. 

The last vote for a Union School convinced us that the 

Community does not favor this, so we did not join in the recent 
Union School vote in the area. The new Union ;i^38 will take 
Rutland Town out of our Supervisory Union District as soon 
as the school becomes a reality. At that time the State Board 
has the pov/er to change Sui)ervisory Union boundaries and to 
put us anywhere they may choose. Indications point to putting 
us in the Northeast Supervisory Union, but no decision will be 
made immediately. A study will be made of the Supervisory 
Union Districts in the area and from that study a recommenda- 
tion will be made to the State Board and then they will make 
their ruling. 

There are many areas we could go Into to inform you of 
"what's happening," but I think most things will be covered by 
the Principals and Superintendent in their reports. 

Negotiations this year resulted in one meeting. The teachers 
did not wish to negotiate furtlier this year and agreed to go along 
with the contract signed last 3'^ear. We have excellent teachers 
in our system and hope many will continue to stay with us. 
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Out thanks to Richard Belanger, a member of our Board 
uiital his tmnsfer to the Burlington area, for the time he spent 
with us. Dick spent many hours working on school problems 
aiKl gave very freely of his time. Charles Rogers/ Jr. was 
appointed by the Selectmen to fill the vacancy. 

A reminder to our Proctor citizen?^ who are 05 or older you 
rnay secure a Golden Pass from Mr. Mitigay so that you may 
attend school sponsored activities without charge. Give him 
a call and he will see that you have one.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 



1 hereby submit my annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools to the taxpayers of the Town of Proctor. 

Mr. John Northrop has replaced Mr. William Potter as^ 
Business Manager of the Rutland Central Supervisory Union 
School District. Mr. Northrop has many years of accounting 
background and w^s Head Accountant of the Vermont Marble 
Company for 30 yeai^. Because the Proctor School budget has 
risen so markedly in the past few years, a m.an of John 
Northrop's caliber and background was needed for accountability 
to the taxpayers. 

The Learning Disabilities Program is in full swing. An 
Advisory Board for the Supervisory Union School District has 
been formed, with Mr. Raymond Moran, Proctor, elected its 
chairman. The Learning Disabilities teacher is working full time 
with the elementary pupils having all types of remedial problems. 
Speech therapy is being practiced three days weekly and the use 
of the child psychologist has been doubled. A part time home to 
school coordinator is creating an easier flow of communication 
between parents and teachere. 

During the autumn, the 6th grade pupils had an outdoor 
program of three intermittent days at Camp Betsy^ Cox in 
Pittsford, Vermont. The pmgram was prim^trily designed to 
help teachers see their pupils in a different atmosphere for 
guidance purposes. The side effects were overwhelmingly good. 
Natural Sciences were taught and the children received first hand 
experiences with nature. Pupils and teachers got to know each 
other under a different set of circumstances. Socially the 
''underdog" achieved new status because of his ability to do 
things others could not do. Cliques of students were split 
because of the new outdoor interests. Finally, the classroom 
Natuiul Science programs had a much different meaning to the 
pupils once they returned to school. The Camp Betsy Cox 
Evaluation group meeting brought out the following points, 
besides the ones listed above ; 

1. The fifth and seventh grades should ako participate in 
the project, so that the schooFs Natural Science Program 
would be continuous. 

2. A spring learning session should be planned as a 
follow-up. 

3. Future overnight outings at Camp Betsy Cox should be 
planned for evening courses in Natural Science. 
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During the summer and fall of 1971, Proctor participated 
for a Federal Grant called the ^'Experimental School." Eventu- 
all3^ there were approximately 25 community workers who had, 
in the words of Winston Churchill given ''their blood, sweat and 
tears" to finalize the project. The plan was not funded, but 
many exciting thoughts were projected from the discussions of the 
different groups. Some of the ideas that 1 noted are as follows: 

1. The 12 year olds know as much today as the 16 year olds 
of a short time ago. 

2. School Systems seemed to be modeled on a version of 
the adults' own childhood. The school of our youth, for 
the most part, is a rastslgio non-existent past. 

3. When the United States' culture was agrarian, education 
taught mostly about the past. During the Industrial 
Revolution, education started to teach about the 
present. We are now in a Second Industrial Revolution 
and technology is changing our lives rapidly. Our 
schools should be educating our youth not only of the 
past and present, but also of the future. 

G H A N G E is the byword. 

The community group is presently working as an advisory 
committee to the Principals and School Directors. 

As the Superintendent of Schools, I hope that the efithusiasm 

of the citizens continues, for conrmunity involvement is very 
much needed in our society today. There is a krge unused 
reservoir of talent in the community that can add insight into 
the Proctor educational system. 

In closing this report, I wish to express my appreciation to 
the Proctor School Board of Direciors, the Community Involve- 
ment Committee, the town officials and the citizens for their 
cooperation during the past year.

The Proctor Elementary School opened August 31, 1971 with 
an enrollment of 260 students. 

We opened our new kindergarten a week later \\dth forty-two 
more students. We are all very proud of this new addition to 
our school. Mrs. Kathleen Entinger, a 1971 graduate of Nazareth 
College, Rochester, New York, is our teacher. It is wonderful 
to know that with this early education we are helping the 
faltering child, assuring the average child and encouraging the 
gifted child. 

We had an excellent early registration of the kindergarteners 
and first graders. We hope to continue this year and do more 
testing 80 the needs of each child will be better met. 

We had several changes in our faculty this year. Mrs. 
Deborah Clark, a 1971 graduate of Glassboro State College in 
New Jersey replaced Mrs. Judith Lertola in Grade One. Mrs. 
Marilyn Griffith, a 1971 graduate of the College of Saint Joseph 
the Pro-vider replaced Mrs. Judith Ward Welna in grade two. 
Mrs. Susan Lennox, a 1969 graduate of Russell Sage College in 
Troy, New York, with two years experienc.i, replaced Mrs. Mary 
Jean Costello in grade three. Mr. John Stempek, a 1971 graduate 
of Castleton State Teachers' College replaced Mrs. Janet Gibeault 
in grade four. Miss Barbara Duns tan, a 1971 graduate of Davis 
and Elkins College in West Virginia, replaced Miss Lynn Brown 
as Girls' Physical Education teacher. She spends three full days 
at the Elementary School. Mr. James Nichols, a Springfield 
College gmduate with experience iis the nm^ Physical EdU0ation 
instructor.

During the fall semester, eight students from the College of 
Saint Joseph the Provider, came one day each week, each to help 
one special child. 

Ten students from Castleton State College came to our 
school as observers and participators for several weeks. 

Mrs. Briggs Dunn, a senior at Castleton State College 
volunteered two days each week to work in our kindergarten. 
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Miss Christine Hyjelc, a graduate of the University of 
Vermont, volunteered one day and four afternoons in the two 
sixth grades. . . . 

Through a Federal Program Mrs. Ahcia Brown is working as 
a Teacher's Aide in the kindergarten. 

We have had several student teachers from Castleton State 
College. We now have one from the College of Saint Joseph the 
jPi*0"vider 

0nc6 more this year we will have three or four Duo Students 
from Mount Saint Joseph Academy. We have found this a very 
worthwhile program. ^ 

Our sixth grades attended the conservation program at I'me 

Hill. . \ .r. 

This year the sixth grade children spent three days at Camp 
Betsey Cox in Pittsford. Many, many new and different experi- 
ences were had. Everyone had a wonderful time, learned many 
new things and all want to go again. This special program was 
made possible through a governnaant grant given our district for 
special study and writing of a program. 

Many interesting thinp are happening in our classrooms. 
S weral of our teachers worked during the summer on individual- 
izing the reading and the arithmetic programs. 

We have continued our ''Arts and Crafts Program' and have 
had special assemblies besides the ones the children participate in 
•on special occasions. We had a puppet show, an Environmental 
and Pollution program and the performance of Rip Van Wmkle 
•by the David Syrotiak Marionettes. 

We added another mobile classroom to our school this fall. 
This was needed due to having the new kindergarten this year. 

We thank the people of Proctor for all they have done to 
improve the education given their ehildroa in the Proctor 
Elementary School and we look forward to their continued 
support in the future. 

In conclusion, I wish to express sincere appreciation to our 
school lunch personnel— Mrs. Carmen Curtis, Mrs. Margaret 
Bums, the cooks and to Mrs. Mary Bauer, our lunchroom 
supervisor, from the students and faculty.
